A SUICIDE PREVENTION Cen- 
ter Is being established by the 
National Institute of Mental Health 
In order to pinpoint activity in 
some of the specific problem 
areas of mental health. 

Dr. Stanley F. Voiles, direc- 
tor of the Institute, revealed the 
plans before an all-day Sym- 
posium on Suicide held Thursday 
In Llaner Auditorium. He said 
that the Center will serve as a 
focal point within the Institute 
to co-ordinate activities, and to 
compile and disseminate Infor- 
mation deelgned to help mental 
health personnel, clergy, police 
and others Involved. 

Dr. YoUas said some of the 
Center’s other functions will be 
assisting In developing regional 
and local programs, maintaining 
liaisons with studies oo suicidal 
prevention organized by other 
Federal agencies, and the pro- 
motlng of research findings by to-

Designed tor •people 
with a professional or scholarly 
interest,* It attracted tome 
e ight ee n hundred psychologists, 
sociologists, clergy and other 


Another speaker, Frank Berg- 
er, pr esident of Wallace Lab- 
oratories which financed the pro- 
gram, said, •wtth the exception 
of accident*, suicide I* now the 
leading cause of deaths among 
collage students.* This coincides 
with t statement by Dr. Yollee 
that •adolescents of college age 
present the highest potential 
suicide risk group within the 
population. 23 

The whole problem of adoles- 
cent suicide was treated by Dr. 
Reginald Lourle, clinical pro- 
feesor of pediatrics and psy- 
chiatry at tba OW School of Med- 
icine. He stated that while there 
are lass than tan children under 
ten yearn of ago who commit 
suicide each year, there are well 
over one hundred suicides each 
year In tba 10-14 age group. In 
the 10-19 yeerege group, suicides 
are the fourth largest cause of

The sociological reasons In- 
volved In suicide were treated by 
Dr. Jack P. Gibbs, professor of 
sociology, Washington State 
University. He discussed the 
theory erf Emile Durkhelm that 
the greater the social Integration 
of the population, the lower the 
suicide rate Is likely to be. He 
called this theory the least am- 
biguous add most Important con- 
tribution and used it as a base 
for another theory concerning 
status Integration. 

The theory Is that status In- 
tegration, the status of an In- 
dividual Job, plays a large part 
In the determination of suicide 
rates. If a person finds himself 
In a Job that creates some kind 
of conflict with regard to so- 
ciety’s vtew of him, then It might 
lead to suicide. 

Dr. Gibbs used the example of 
a female commercial ai rline pilot 
as an illustration. The feet that 
she Is a woman would land so- 
ciety to disapprove of bar position 
aa a pilot, and a conflict would 
develop. 

The morning speeches revolved 
around society Involvement with 
the Individual while the more 
technical aspects of suicidal 
treatment were left for the after- 
noon. The symposium endedwith 
speeches on the prevention of 
suicide end discussions of pro- 
grams Initiated In Boston and Los 
Angeles as a guide for cities 
across the nation.

The actual bitching procedure 
was In Itself protested by several 
students. When they entered the 
room, they were given an IBM 
card with a number, and their 
speeches, timid five - minute 
complaints, were called out by 
number.
